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I or replying to your letter of September 5 to the 
Presideht' concerning the cane of Raoul Wallenberg* 


As* you may Knew, the Uni tec States Government has been 
concerned over the fate of F.aoul Wallenberg since the case 
first cane to light at the end of World War II. We have ttKen 
every appropriate opportunity to ask Soviet authorities for a 
clarification on the Wallenberg case* The Soviet authorities 
have persisted in maintaining that Wallenberg died in 1947 but 
have provided no further details. When we received reports 
which indicated the possibility that Wallenberg might still be 
alive, we raised the matter with the Soviets on numerous occa- 
sions throughout 1979* They finally answered, formally and in 
writing, in February of 1960 , stating that Wallenberg had died 
in July of 1947. They also informed the Swedish Government of 
this finding and indicated that they would have nc further 
inforcation on Wallenberg in the future. 


The Y?al lenberg case remains a matter of concern for the 
United States Government, and we have continued our efforts to 
gain information regarding his fate. In December, I960, at the 
Madrid CSCE Fcview Conference, the United States delegation 
voiced its support for the position of the Government of Sweden 
when the Swedish delegation urged renewed efforts to resolve the 
Wallenberg case. In addition, representatives from the American 
embassy ift Stockholm attended sessions of the hearing on the 
Wallenberg case held in Stockholm in January of this year. In 
April, Ambassador Max KampclBian, speaking in Madrid at a CSCE 
plenary session, stated that the Wallenberg case was one that 
"will not go away.** Ambassador Kampelman noted that the 
refusal of the Soviets "to appreciate the human factor which is 
symbolised by the Wallenberg case is stimulating evan further 
interest.** He stated that "the tragic mystery of Pacul 
WallenLerc is unnecessarily becoming a divisive international 
issue . * 


Or. October 5, the President signed into law a Congressional 
resolution making Faoul Wallenberg an honorary American citizen 
end requesting the President to take all possible ctepc to 
ascertain from the Soviet Union hie whereabouts and to secure 
his release. This action demonstrates to the Soviets the high 
esteem in which Wallenberg is held by the /.Per lean people and 
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cu: dee;- collective concern over hit fete. Let ct* atMJrt you 
that, in accordance with this resolution, the Pej'er tirent of
